The three co-chairmen of the body are Rabbi Gunther 
Plaut, Reform, of St. Paul; Rabbi Ralph Simon, Conservative, 
and Aaron Rine, Orthodox, both of Chicago. 





Bamberger Heads

Rabbi Joshau O. Haberman, of 
Trenton, N. J., told of a success- 
ful mission he held which helped 
to dispel the “widespread notion 
that Judaism is a closed religion 
or faith.”

RESTRICTED HOTEL 
STATEMENT DENIED 

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (P-O) 
—All was quite on the hotel 
front this week after the up- 
roar over the reported declar- 
ation of Morris Lansburgh, 
owner of a string of the six 
popular hotels including the 
Deauville, that there ought to 
be some restricted hotels 
here. 

The statement attributed to 
Lansburgh was published in 
a daily paper, and brought 
on the uproar, before his 
spokesman denied the state- 
ment in the absence of the 
Jewish hotel owner. 

The Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B'rith, which 
had entered the picture, re- 
ceived Lansburgh’s denial, 
and expressed satisfaction.

TEL AVIV (P-O) — Raids by 
170 police constables cleaned Tel 
Aviv newstands of pornographic 
and lewd literature. Teenagers 
were said to be the largest buyers 
of the paperback editions. Pub- 
lishers and printers are liable 
to fine and three months im- 
prisonment.

Opposition Almost Wins 
In Council Congregation 


HIGHLAND PARK, Ill. (P-O) 
—Leaders of Lakeside congrega- 
tion here denied this week that 
there was any anti-Zionist in- 
volvement in the bitter election 
fight for congregation offices. 


BERT WALLENSTEIN, who 
headed the official slate, told The 
POST and OPINION that there 
never was any question of Rabbi 
Richard Singer’s position with 
the congregation in the election. 

“Absolutely not, and you can 
quote me,” he said. 

“Rabbi Singer has received a 
four-year contract, and in effect 
the election was a vote of con- 
fidence. 


THE OPPOSITION slate was 
headeq by Bert Wolff, and polled 
302 votes against 332 by the of- 
ficial slate. 

Wolff told The POST and 
OPINION that the election was 
an internal proposition. He said 
“there is no need for publicity.” 

He refused to answer questions, 
even though he resigned from the 
congregation following the bitter- 
ly-contested election,

Voters To Decide 
On Arms Deal 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — The 
question here now is what effect 
the furor over the purchase of 
Israeli arms by West Germany 
will have on the forthcoming 
elections. 

The cabinet crisis left Ben- 
Gurion in control, but the final 
say will be up to the voters. Two 
of Ben-Gurion’s partners in the 
Cabinet, the Mapam and the 
Achdut Haavoda created the 
crisis when they called for a 
knesset discussion of the arms 
deal and Ben-Gurion announced 
he would resign if such a discus- 
sion were held. 

The Prime Minister charged 
that the opposition moves were 
political, declaring that the cabi- 
net ministers of both parties 
knew in advance of the arms 
deal.

THE LETTER, written to Den-

ish News here. 

“Is the athletic program on 
Sabbath necessary?” Dr. Sachar 
asked in his letter. 

“FOOTBALL AND all other 
inter-collegiate athletics is offi- 
Cally a student activity under 
Student organization; and both 
Participation and attendance at 
Bames is optional. In the volun- 
eee eXira-Ccurricular activities

of the university, we cannot im- 
pose restrictions,” he said. 

Dr. Sachar addeg that those 
who wish to participate should 
have every right to do so. 

THE LETTER recalled a pro- 
test by the Synagogue Council 
o+ America (P-O Feb. ’52) asking 
Brandeis to end its practice of 
scheduling footba!l games on Sat- 
urday afternoon. The letter, writ- 
ten by the then SCA executive 
director Rabbi H. E. L. Freund 
proposed that Brandeis play fu- 
ture games on Saturday nights. 

Only a week earlier (P-O Feb. 
15, ’52) Rabbi Israel Goldstein, 
a founder of Brandeis, warned 
that the refusal to cease: playing 
football on Saturday would “jus- 
tifiably alienate a1 segment of the 
Jewish goodwill which the uni- 
versity administration has so 
successfully enlisted.” 





RABBI GOLDSTEIN then 
asked whether Swarthmore or 
Haverford, two Quaker-sponsored 
institutions, or any institution 
sponsored by a Christian denom- 
ination, would permit Sunday 
football. 

Earlier (P-O Oct. 26, '51) foot- 
ball coach Benny Friedman de- 
clared that “if a team does not 
participate on the Sabbath, then 
it has no schedule at all.” 

HE EXPLAINED that it was 
the “obligation of Brandeis uni- 
versity to protect all religious 
groups — Orthodox, Conserva- 
tive or Reform, Christian or 
Jewish, and asserted that the 
university can not be the official 
arm of any one religious ele- 
ment.” 

In his letter to the Denver 
women, Dr. Sachar described the 
strictly kosher kitchen under 


rabbinical supervision. He said 
even in the non-kosher division 
ro specifically forbidden foods 
are served. 

“OUT OF a faculty, staff, and 

student body of well over 1,500 
people, less than 150 elect to ob- 
serve the dietary laws,” he wrote. 
“As a consequence, the university 
sustains an annual loss of ap- 
proximately $16,000 in maintain- 
ing the kosher facilities, plus 
the initial equipment investment 
of $15,000... 
r “What is the school’s policy 
in regard to students who choose 
to be absent on Passover, Suk- 
kot, and Shavuot? ... 

“There are no classes on Pass- 
over and there is no food served 
during the entire period. On Sha- 
vuot there are no classes, On 
Sukkot there are again no classes 
on the first and seventh days. 





However, classes are scheduled 
for the second and eighth days, 
but observant students and staff 
may absent themselves without 
penalty. To do more would play 
havoc with our program, and it 
would mean that certain courses, 
especially laboratory classes 
would not meet during the first 
few weeks of the fall term. 

“WE CLOSE on both days of 
Rosh Hashona, and, of course, 
we are closed on Yom Kippur, 
There are no classes on the Sab- 
bath. 

“The main thing is that we are 
attempting to establish the prop- 
ex atmosphere for a Jewish-spon- 
sereq institution, and yet not 
impose beliefs or practices upon 
anyone. A visit to the campus 
would be the most convincing 
way to dispel doubts,” conclud-

Onposition to Reform Guide 


Sooms to Hold 


MT. WASHINGTON HOTEL, 
Bretton Woods, N. H. (P-O)— 
The view that Reform should 
establish a guide seemed to earn 
little support here at a panel 
discussion of the Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis. 


ALTHOUGH the panelists were 
divided evenly on the question, 
the prevailing opinion from the 
floor clearly was Opposed to the 
establishment of such a guide as 
containing many dangers. 

Rabbi Theodore H. Gordon and 
Max Schenk, the panelists in fa- 
vor of a guide, took the position 
that a guide would protect Re- 


_ ferm from the influx of Con- 


cervative and Orthodox view- 
points. 


RABBI GORDON used _ the 
term “creeping Conservatism.” 
which he said he had heard ap- 
plied to many Reform congre- 
gations. 

Opposing the guide at this time 
were panelists Selwyn Ruslander 
and Samuel Volkman, who felt 
that there was not enough unani- 
mity within the Reform Move- 
ment to make possible the crea- 
tion and acceptance of a guide 
or code. 

Rabbi Schenk asserted that 
there is widespread ignorance of 
what Judaism, certainly Reform 
Judaism, is. He told the rabbjs 
that we need a guide because of 
this chaos among the laymen. 
He said that the grass roots have 
forced the hands of the rabbi- 
nate to do something about it. 





Upper Hand 


Answering a question on who 
would create the guide, the con- 
gregants or the rabbis, Rabbi 
Ruslander asserted that a guide 
cannot come out of the harat- 
zuth (ignorance) of our congre- 
gants, 

Rabbi Albert G. Minda decried 
the practice of taking everybody 
into Reform on the basis of how 
much they are going to pay. He 
said we don’t ask prospective 
members about their orientation 
to Judaism. “I am not a social 
leader, I am a religious leader,” 
he said. 

RABBI Joseph Narot chall- 
enged the speakers who had re- 
ferred to Reform Jewish practice 
as chaotic. He said it was star- 


,| tling and incredible that this at- 


tidude is expressed when Re- 
form is in its greatest period of 
expansion. He asserted that Re- 
form has almost become the ma- 
jority expression of Jewish re- 
ligion in the U. S. 

Rabbi Aharon Opher suggested 
that a committee be named to 
formulate out of the various de- 
cisions of the CCAR in past years 
and out of the various pro- 
nouncements of its committees 
a pattern that would represent 
the Reform position. 

RABBI Ferdinand Isserman 
said it would be a sad day for 
liberalism in America if the 
CCAR adopted a code. He said 
that what is troubling the rabbis 
is that our people have forgot- 
ten the art of worship and lack 
faith in God. 
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pletely with the Orthodox view of 
the Tora as revelation of God, 
Petuchowski’s views brought Re- 
form thinking very close to the 
traditional. P 


“WE HAVE made a contribu- 
tion to the totality of Judaism 
by stressing, on the basis of our 
scientific studies of both the 
Bible and Talmud, that Revela- 
tion is progressive. Yet some- 
where along the line, in our en- 
thusiasm over the ‘progressive’ 
aspect of the Revelation, we have 
lost sight of the fact of Revela- 
tion itself.” 

Petuchowski’s paper was dis- 
cussed by a panel, which included 
Rabbi Samuel S. Cohon, also on 
the HUC-JIR faculty, but for the 
most part the paper received only 





high praise, even in the discus- 
sion from the floor. 


NO ONE TOOK issue when Dr. 
Petuchowski pointeg out that for 
a hundred years or so the ac- 
cepted Reform view of Revela- 
tion was perhaps in error. 

Petuchowski saw Revelation as 
the traditional combination of the 
shechina, “awareness of the 
Fresence of God experienced by 
the individual, and also Tora min 
Hashamayim, an awareness on 
the part of the people as a 
whole, of the ‘mighty acts of 
God’ in a_ specific historical 
situation—an awareness ‘caught’ 
as it were and enshrined for fu- 
ture generations in both the nar- 
rative and the legislative pass- 
ages of the Tora.” 

THE YOUNG scholar asserted 
that “literary history cannot solve 
the question asked by Theology; 
and the question as to the fact 
of Revelation is a _ theological 
question. 

“We have seen,” he added, 
“that there have been many at- 





tempts during the last 150 years 
to answer this theological ques- 
tion with various equivocations, 
Revelation has been understood 
as a descriptive term, describing 
the process of Jewish history. 
It has been used as an honorific 
title with which to crown the 
Jewish racial genius. It has been 
psychologized, and it has been 
humanized, and it has, occasion- 
ally, even been discarded. The 
result of all this has been a 
ccmplete babel of confusion in 
Jewish theologica] thinking.” 

PET UCHOWS KI said that 
“there are those among us who 
begin to feel that Judaism rests 
on the assertion of the actuality 
of a series of revelations which 
have constituted Israel as a his- 
toric community destined to serve 
a specific purpose.”

She May Be 


Self-Hating Jew, in a Way 


By HELEN COHEN 

Reader Lester Carton of Hot 
Springs, Ark., last week accused 
me of being a self-hating Jew 
who used the mikva as a “whip- 
ping boy.” 

IT IS possible that he may be 
correct on the “self-hating Jew” 
accusation. 

While I have never Stopped 
peing grateful, even awestruck, 
at the freedom ang opportunity 
open to all of us as citizens of 
this democratic land, { cannot 
help but question what the ef- 
fects on a Jewish child might be 
tc grow up in the heavily Chris- 
tian-slanted environment of the 
public schools as well as the sur- 
roundings outside his home and 
synagogue—the shopping centers 
and newspapers and TV and ra- 
dio, magazines and predominant- 
ly non-Jewish neighbors — all 
operating in the same Christian- 
oriented cycle. 

And having grown up and at- 
tended schools in this same set- 
ting, it is possible I may be af- 
fected by it to the extent reader 
Carton states. 

But I refuse to accept his im- 
plication that, because I question 
or criticise any Jewish practice, 
I must, therefore, be a seif-hating 
Jew. 

IT WAS once the unquestioned 
practice in Jewish life for a 
young bride to shave off her hair 
as a sign of her marital status, 
never to let it grow again. I re- 
call quite clearly the wig my 
grandmother wore. 

Neither my mother before me 
nor I fee] that our loyalty to Ju- 
daism is diminished because we 
have discardeg this custom. Nor, 
as I look about me, do I fing 
eny ladies in this community, 
even among the most traditional- 
minded, who feel and act other- 
wise. 

READER Carton must be rath- 
er new to The POST and OPIN- 
ION or he would not say I have 
used the mikva as a “whipping 
boy.” 

I don’t recall ever saying any- 
thing critical about this practice. 
I have pointed out that with 
American Jews being fortunate 
in owning their own baths, a 
condition unknown to most of our 
ancestors, the need for the public 
bath house was mostly taken 
care of; and I have also pointed 
out that in the two communities 
ir which I have lived the prac-

tice of attending the mikva had 
fallen into disuse, 

But I recall writing several 
years ago that the idea itself was 
commendable, that since married 
couples were to remain separate 
curing and immediately after the 
menstrual period, the knowledge 
that the wife must first attend 
a mikva to publicly mark the 
official end of the time of separa- 
tion would act as a restraining 
force. (My guarrel at that time 
was with the length of the sepa- 
ration period. I said that the 
original law in the Tora called 
for the couple to remain sepa- 
rated only seven days in all, 
which seemed very reasonable 
since the menstrual period usual- 
ly only lasted fer three to five 
days. But by some later change, 
the separation time was length- 
ened to the period plus seven 
clean days, sometimes making 
1Z days in all, obviously an un- 
reasonably -and unnecessarily 
long wait, especially for young 
couples. ) 

IF ONE is to be unquestioning, 
blindly accepting in order to be 
termed a loyal Jew, Mr. Carton 
has a very concrete example of 
the extremes such people can 
go it. 

There are counterparts here in 
America, I understand, but he 
can observe the behavior in Jer- 
usalem of the Naturai Karta 
group. They have simply accepted 
without question what they have 
been taught — something I as- 
sume Mr. Carton finds admirable 

I am aware that they are on 
solid ground (if you want to be 
unquestioning) on. the position 
that only the Messiah was to 
bring the people back to the 
land of Israel. Thus, it was 
written. ; 

For this and the other rulings 
which they hold to so unshakably, 
they have turneq into fierce fa- 
natics hating anything to do with 
the new state, hating even other 
traditionally-minded groups be- 
cause they work with the state. 
From the reports I have read. 
they would be happy to see the 
state of Israel destroyed. 

IS THIS loyalty to Judaism - 
to hate one’s fellow Jews, to use 
force to make other people keep 
the Sabbath the way you believe 
it should be kept, to sabotage 
a struggling nation which emerz- 
ed only through the sacrifice of 
the lives of fellow Jews? 

Incidentally, in a piece on this 
group in the latest Congress 
Weekly, by Rabbi Theodore 
Lewis, we are told that they are 
getting money from Jews in 
America some of whom may be 
under the impression the money 
is going to different yeshivas in 
Israel.

or studies the prophets as early 

foils for his own religious hero, 
his work bears many excellences. 

His chapters on the literature, 

background, archaeology, and 

poetry of the prophets merit sep- 
arate publication. 

He treats his biblical subjects 
in chronological rather than in 
scriptural order, thus allowing 
one to adjudge the growth of 
ideas in ancient times. His thesis 
is that these ideas, first properly 
formulated by Amos, came to 
fruition in Christianity. 

It is questionable that to Amos 
“ceremonial worship was of no 
value in the sight of Yahweh;” 
the prophet protested ceremony 
without ethics.

WHY IS ‘ANNE FRANK’ FLOP 


The failure of the movie, “The Diary of Anne Frank,” 
to win public support is revealing. 

IS THIS THE same phenomenon as the rejection by 
the average Germans of any guilt in connection with the 
Nazi extermination of millions of Jews? Because their con- 
scious minds would not allow them to associate themselves 
with this human destruction, they rationalized that they 
were unaware of the holocaust. 

They want to forget, not to have their guilt recalled. 

IN NEW YORK, where the Jewish population is in 
the millions, the film is doing so poorly that its makers 
may withdraw it after a run of only a month or so. 

And this in the face of advance publicity for years both 
with the book itself and the play, which is still running 
in many parts of the world. 

SOMEONE WITH A more acute understanding of 
mass psychology may have a more rational explanation. 
For our part, we’re sure it shows at least a retreat from 
reality, if not even a more serious fault in present-day 
society. 


Is Dr. Einstein’s Son A Jew? 


Add to the question of “Who is a Jew” the case of 
the son of Dr. Albert Einstein, 

NOT TOO LONG ago he helped dedicate the Chaim 
Weizmann Institute in Israel. 

That meant that he had Jewish sympathies, if not 
loyalties. 

ON HIS MARRIAGE in California recently, (P-O, 
June 26) the news report revealed that since his mother, 
Dr. Einstein’s first wife, was not a Jewess, he did not 
consider himself Jewish and had no affiliation with the 
Jewish community. 

Under Orthodox law, there is no question but that 
Hans Einstein is not Jewish, although Israel evidently con- 
siders him a Jew.

Mr. Klutznick’s sharp admonition to Is- 
raeli leaders that they stop making appeals 
for mass aliya from America reopened the 
old debate between the defenders and the 
deniers of the Diaspora. 


It is unhappily one of those debates which 
must be inconclusive. Had it 
taken place in Talmudic 
times, it would bear the hall- 
mark of “Taku”—only Elijah 
on Judgement Day will be 
able to settle this complicat- 
ed and difficult question! 
THE ARGUMENTS in this 
debate are but the frosty 
crystallization of deep sub- 
2 limental feelings. 
Rabbi Weinstein. The deniers of the Galut 
(the Diaspora) have in their blood and in 
their bones a fundamental distrust of the 
Gentile majority. That majority will never, 
they believe, be able to resist the expression 
of anti-Semitism whenever it confronts heavy 
and persistent pressures. They point to the 
recrudescence of anti-Semitism in Russia, 
where for 40 years the vast power of gov- 
ernment has been committed to the thesis 
that anti-Semitism is counter-revolutionary. 


THEY DO NOT accept the argument that 
America, England, and France are really im- 
mune from the dangers of mass prejudice. 
These countries have been spared the kind 
of crises that act as catalytic agents of that 
dislike for the Jew which is lodged deep in 
every Gentile breast. They are eager to spare 
us the woeful consequences of depending on 
the illusory protection of democratic laws and 
the even more illusory tolerance of advanc- 
ing civilization. 

Many Israelis who argue this way may 
be rational and logical about political and 
social phenomena in Israel, but on this ques- 
tion they revert to extra-logical concepts such 
as “racial destiny,” ‘historic pattern,” “instinc- 
tive reactions,” etc., etc.

We had our appointment with the Luba- 
vitcher Rebbe for 11 p.m. Sunday night. On 
three nights a week, usually the whole night 
through, the Rebbe sees petitioners who seek 
his advice, his prayers, or merely to bask in 
his presence. 

WE PRESENTED ourselves promptly, and 
were met by his assistants. One hour later, 
those who had appointments prior to mine 
were still waiting. Two hours later, now one 
o’clock, we were getting closer to seeing the 
Rebbe. 

All through the corridor his hassidim were 
talking in groups, while in the large room 
for prayer and contemplation, his disciples 
and students of the yeshiva were studying 
before open books long into the night. They 
were assisted in their studies by students 
who seemed no older than themselves, but 
whom we learned may have been waiting for 
assignments which would take them to any 
part of the world to spread the message of 
the Lubavitcher—love for all humanity (never 
contention) and joyous greeting of any oc- 
casion offered to them to be able to redeem 
a transgressor, 

CHARLES ROTH, our executive editor, 
and Gershon Jacobson, our newly-appointed 
bureau chief in New York, accompanied me, 
both are graduates of the yeshiva and fol- 
lowers of the Rebbe. 

Charles illustrated the approach of the 
Lubavitchers to misdeeds by the following 
example: 

IF A JEW were to walk into the Luba- 
vitcher synagogue on the Sabbath smoking» 
a cigarette, he would be gathered in with 
especial care. Love would be lavished on him, 
This the Lubavitcher considers an extraordin- 
ary treat—to have the opportunity of win- 
ning over such a violator of the Sabbath. If 
this approach to wrongdoing were only a 
pose, it would be hypocritical, but the Luba- 
vitchers are dominated by love of G-d and 
their fellow man. 

Another hour passed, It was now two 
o’clock, and a Jew who had come from Milan, 
Italy, to be in the presence of the Rebbe, but 
who had a later appointment than mine, 
slipped in while we were standing on the 






steps of the yeshiva talking with a group 
which included a young man now on the 
office staff. He was a direct descendant of 
the original Lubavitcher Rebbe, which meant 
that he had a chance to succeed to the title, 
for this is a dynasty, and the present Luba- 
vitcher Rebbe, nine years ago, was elected 
to the position by the hassidim because among 
other reasons he was a son-in-law of the 
previous Rebbe, and a grandson of the orig- 
inal Rebbe. The present head of the dynasty 
is Menahem M. Schneerson. 

THE LIGHTS OF the building were all 
aglow, and disciples would stay around all 
night to await the opportunity to walk the 
Rebbe to his home, a modest three-room apart- 
ment a few blocks away. A Rocky Mountain 
rabbi and his wife—not a graduate of the 
Lubavitcher yeshiva—waited part of the long 
hours with us. 

Finally at 2:45, the door opened, and I 
was ushered into the room. It was cool, and 
behind the desk sat the Rebbe, who rose to 
greet me. He is 57 years old, but looked 37, 
bearded of course, but with skin white as a 
woman’s. He was immaculately clean. The 
room was air-conditioned. The opposite wall 
from the Rebbe’s desk, which was cluttered 
with books, was lined to the ceiling with old 
tomes; and to the side, a Tora scroll, lay on 
a small table. 

THE REBBE HAD no doubt prepared an 
approach in advance of. my coming. He was 
sorely disappointed at the non-Orthodox tend- 
ency of The POST and OPINION, which he 
said was unmistakable to him in the past 
few months. 

When we protested that the paper re- 
presented and was read by the Reform, Con- 
servative and Orthodox leadership, which was 
its strength, he replied that he understood 


this thoroughly, but that the paper should - 


mold public opinion, and since the current 
movement was toward the right (he used 
this word for Orthodoxy) we should be in 
the forefront of that movement. 

OUR ANSWER WAS that 20 years ago, 
when The POST and OPINION was plump- 
ing strongly for a creative Jewish community 
in the U. S., practically all rabbis, and of 





course laymen, too, were laughing at us. With 
Jews fleeing in every direction to escape being 
Jewish, and the queerest things happening 
because of this flight (many recorded in the 
news columns of the paper in those days) 
we told the Rebbe that most considered it 
senseless folly on our part to say that there 
were signs of a return to Judaism. 


Then we went on to develop our theory 
that in 100 or 200 years American Jewry 
would blossom into a golden age of creativity 
not inferior to that of Spain and Poland in 
their halcyon days. 


THIS WAS A MISTAKE. The Rebbe drew 
himself up, and declared (the interview was 
conducted in the most serene manne: except 
for this outburst) that the Messiah would 
come tomorrow, and that we were making 
a serious error in time. In 10 years, Ameri- 
can Jewry would come into a period of cre- 
ativity that would equal that of Spain and 
Poland. He returned to this theme a number 
‘of times, and even though we couldn’t accept 
his time estimate, we wondered on our way 
home why the Rebbe was so bullish about 
U. S. Jewry. 


The Lubavitcher census would show some- 
where in the neighborhood of 15,000 disciples 
in America, and when you total the number 
of disciples of the Satmer Rebbe and the other 
Hassidic dynasties transplanted from Europe 
and thriving on American soil, you are talk- 
ing about numbers like 50,000—devoted Jews 
ready to follow the beck and call of their 
Rebbe. 

But the 'Lubavitchers are unique. Their 
disciples—like missionaries—visit Jewish com- 
munities of America, stopping with love in 
their hearts in Jewish business houses and 
homes, to call the Jew back to observance of 
the mitzvot—the commandments. 

If two disciples visit you this summer 
with a pair of tefillin, and request that, you 
don them, you will know a little more about 
this strange sect which will play a vital role 
in the development of a positive, fruitful U. S.

your previous week’s fasification 
of the position of the American 
Council for Judaism and—on the 
basis of this perversion—charges 
that this organization is “anti- 
Semitic.” 

YOUR EDITORIALS were in- 
spired by former Sen. Ralph E. 
Fianders’ recent address to our 
New York chapter. 

You reported on June 12 only 
one phase of Sen. Flanders’ re- 
marks—those related to the 
United Jewish Appeal. The issue 
goes far deeper than name- 
calling, as Sen. Flanders sug- 
gested: 


“IN AN ERA when conflict-of- 
irterest in government is being 
widely investigated, I am fearful 
Jest this very cloud settle over 
my fellow countrymen of the 
Jewish faith. I know their ac- 
tions are mainly inspired by deep 
humanitarian instincts. Al too 
often, though, their spokesmen 
ang organizations speak and act 
in ways to belie this. And be- 
cause no understanding Ameri- 
can wants to be allied with the 
lunatic-fringe anti-Semite, all of 
ve hesitate to point out the 
danger. 

“T finally broke my silence be- 
cause I feel many Jews are do- 
ing an injustice tc themselves as 
wel] as potentially to this coun- 
try by aiding the admixture of 
philanthropy and politics.” 


THE ISSUE, then, is not 
whether one irresponsibly uses 
the despicable term “anti-Sem- 
ite.”- (Raising this “red-herring” 
js generally the Jast resort when 
logic and fact fail the propa- 
gendist.) 

The question is whether Sen. 
Flanders is right or wrong! 
Neither of your prominent edi- 
torials attempteq to tackle the 


issues. Any objective reader, 
therefore, would find your con- 
clusions self-condemned. * 


YOU IMPLY that Sen. Flan- 
ders raised the question of “dual 
loyalty” of American Jews. 

Nowhere in his talk did he use 
the phrase. Nowhere in any 
Council publications do we use 
the phrase or make the charge 
against other Americans. 

However, Sen. Flanders did 


_ point out the grave dangers gen- 


erated by present Jewish leader- 
ship. He said: 

‘The disturbing fact is that 
many citizens of Jewish faith 
seek a relationship with the for- 
eign state of Israel which is dif- 
ferent from that which other 
Americans have with Israel and 
different from that which Jewish 
Citizens themselves want with 
any other nation. 


“THERE ARE Jewish organ- 
kations which daily foster this 
sfecial relationship. Such indi- 
Viduals and organizations ignore 
the traditional and normai boun- 
dary which separates one’s politi- 
tal interests and responsibility as 
an American; and one’s more- 
than-emotional favoring of people 
in a foreign land. These individ- 
vals and organizttions are con- 
tent to have American national 
Policies as to military and eco- 
homie asistance determined by 
cur federal government—for al! 
nations except Israel alone. 

- . Every citizen has the 
Hght to petition the United 
States Government for a change 
*t policy. But he must do so 
tither as an individual or as part 
of a voluntary American agency 

lly committed to America’s 

Welfare, 

“THAT IS not the case when 
American citizens adopt the ‘line’ 
*t a foreign agent and petition 

American government for 


whatever that agent desires for 
his government, 

“Yet this is preciseiy what 
happens when the Jewish Agency 
—which is listed with the attor- 
ney-general as a foreign agent— 
obtains broader Jewish support 
for a policy which the Israeli 
government wants the United 
States Government to adopt. 

“Further confusion — results 
when philanthropy is mixed into 
this serious political matter he- 
couse the bulk of funds raised by 
the United Jewish Appeal go to 
that same Jewish Agency for Is- 
rael. And the Jewish Agency, as 
the arm of the World Zionist or- 


ganization, has many _ strictly 
political functions the world 
over.” 


Sen. Flanders, as an observer 
of Jewish activities, is more 
qualified than most Americans 
For he knows intimately what is 
in American national interests. 
His courageous stand against the 
late Sen. McCarthy was froperly 
applauded. 


NEITHER YOU, nor Sen. Flan- 
ders’ present detractors, acused 
him then of anti-Semitism. Is 
it not possible that the same ob- 
‘ectivity and courage which drew 
him national acclaim in the Mc- 
Carthy matter is serving him as 
logically and forthrightly in his 
observation of Jewish organiza- 
ticnal activities? 

Who creates the issue of ‘dual 
loyalty” as a problem for Jews? 

NOT THE American Council 
for Judaism And not Sen. Flan- 
ders! For the answer, examine 
this report of an interview with 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann, president 
of the World Zionist organiza- 
tion. He was adressing reporters 
from the Yiddish press: 

“Dr. Goldmann, at the same 
time, called on Jews in America. 
and in other countries, to have 
the courage to ‘declare openly 
that they have a “double loyalty” 
both to the country in which they 
live and to Israel. Jews must not 
te completely swayed oy patri- 
otism towards the countries in 
which they live and, states the 
reporter, this is a ‘normal devel- 
opment of our time.’ 

“Our epoch is one of blocs be- 
tween countries and nations; and 
Jews the world over must he 
front-rank fighters of this, and 
not dedicate themselves only to 
patriotism for the countries they 
live in, but also be loyal toward 
Israel.” 

IS THE Yiddish press anti- 
Semitic for having yeported this? 

Last summer, this same 
spokesman for world Zionism 
told the World Jewish Congress 
in Geneva that “financial and 
purely political support” for Is- 
rael by Americans and other 
Jews is not enough. Jews, he 
said, must — “collectively as a 
people”’—remain neutral in the 
East-West struggle. Zionism 
must give Jews a “co-responsibil- 
ity for Israel.” 

“The liberal Manchester Guar- 
dian, usually a strong supporter 
of Zionism, asked whether Jews 
ean display “co-responsibility for 
Israel .. . without arousing new 
suspicions of outside loyalties— 
the very kind of suspicion which 
anti-Semitism is always trying 
to create?” The Guardian, strong 
suporter of Theodor Herz] in his 
day, concluded, “would it not in- 
volve a conflict of loyalties?” 

IS THE Manchester Guardian 
anti-Semitic? More to the point, 
is Nahum Goldmann anti-Semi- 
tic? 

Eric Sevareid, knowledgeable 
CBS news analyst, said in his 
broadcast on May 20, referring to 
the appointment of Ambassador 
Reid to Israel: 





“(ISRAEL) IS ONE of the 


causes of, and factors in in the 
extremely dangerous tension in 
the Near East, an area where 
turbulence’ can have a fata] out- 
come because it is an area where 
the vital interests of great mili- 
tary powers come together, And 
this happens to be a period when 
the United States ought to be 
trying to move into a new polit- 
ical and moral relationsnip with 
Israel if it wishes to anticipate 
events. 

“We have not yet reached the 
stage of dealing with Israel in 
cco] detachment, with our own 
long-range interests uppermost 
in our minds.” 


Mr. Sevareid thus referred to 
what Mr. Flanders called a “con- 
flict of interest” involving Israel 
and American Jews. Is Mr. Sev- 
areid anti-Semitic? Is CBS anti- 
Semitic? 

ARE ALL OF these qualified 
observers biased or are they 
sounding a note of alarm? Is it 
conceivable that there can he 
absolutely no danger, despite 
these warnings? 

But if there is even a hint of 
danger—and these gentlemen ob- 
viously believe the danger is 
greater than even they care to 
say publicly—ther which is the 
more honest and valuable course: 
to act, ostrich-like, and say that 
the political activities of Jews 
can never legitimately be op- 
posed; or to warn Jews now that 
their own actions may be inviting 
Cisastrous consequences? 


THIS IS the issue! This was 
not dealt with in either of your 
editorials attacking the Council. 
Until you come to grips with 
those dangers created by “Jew- 
ish” nationalism, you will not 
deserve the attention of thought- 
ful or objective readers. 

Responsible journalism would 
suggest that you drop name- 
calling and direct your analysis 
to the following questions: 

1. DO YOU believe that mil- 
lions of UJA dollars should con- 
tinue going to political parties in 
Israel and to Zionist political and 
“educational” activities in the 
United States? (The CJFWF does 
not think so but so far has not 
been able to affect a ch#nge.) 

2. Why is it proper for non- 
Jews only to praise Israel and 
Jews without a word of criti- 
cism? Are Jews so in -need of 
reassurance that they cannot 
face a balanced presentation of 
the truth from Christians? We 
think not. 


8. CAN YOU possibly believe 
there is no danger in the fact 
that the Jewish Agency is the 
eperating body of world Zionism 
and also has final control over 
nearly 90 per cent of all UJA 
subventions? 

4. Is there no danger in the 
fact that the Jewish Agency 
(listed as a “foreign agent” by 
the attorney-general) organized 
the 17 Presidents club? And no 
further danger in the fact that 
17 American Jewish organiza- 
tions through this network now 
are getting official advisory sta- 
tus within the Jewish Agency? 


5. HAS THE 17 Presidents 
club ever—as often as once— 
publicly disagreed with Israeli 
policy? Or has it in every public 
statement supported Israel, even 
when that was at variance with 
an American government posi- 
tion? Does not this carry the 
germ of a “conflict of interest?” 

6. Can any mature reader be- 
lieve that the general public does 
not sense these dangers? U. S. 
Jewish organizations have thrust 
themselves into the domestic and 
international political arenas.

7. DO YOU disagree with this 
statement of Sen Flanders: 

“I see potentia! danger ahead 
for all of us if Israeli or Arab 
national interests are permitted 
to distort America’s striving for 
friendship with at: nations of the 
Middle East?” 


WHETHER YOU like 't or not, 
these are the issues before the 
American public. You may con- 
tinue to avoiq answering them- 
as nearly al] Jewish organiza- 
tions do—but do so knowing that 
you share responsibility for the 
consequences. 

Members of the American 
Council for Judaism resent your 
repeated charges that they ana 
the Council are anti-Semitic, The 
Ccuncil’s interest in, and devotion 
to, Judaism as a religious faith 
are well known. The Council’s 
total rejection of the objectives 
and program of “Jewish” na- 
tionalism is equatly well Known. 

WHENEVER [HE United Jew- 
ish Appeal—-or any other insti- 
tution of Jews in America—sup- 
ports Zionist ideologies and 
thereby ,invoives Jews, as Jews, 
in such political activities, the 
Council will continue to object. 
We will also continue to provide 
the opportunity for others—not 
motivated by unfriendly attitudes 
teward Jews—to express valid 
criticism of such Zionist activ- 
ities. 

If your publication insists that 
such procedures are anti-Semitic; 
if you seek the suppression of ail 
views in conflict with that pro- 
pounded by “Jewish” national- 
ism, we of the Council will be 
compelled to carry forward our 
own educational programs at the 
risk of enduring your unsub- 
stantiated ang grossly unfair ac- 
cusations.

Editor’s Note: The letter from 
Clarence Coleman in which as 
president of the organization he 
shows no sign of retreating from 
the position taken by former 
Sen. Ralph E. Flanders: is built 
around an assertion from Nahum 
Goldmann which would seem 
to indicate that Zionists approve 
of dual loyalty. 

AMERICAN Jewish views and 
positions are clearly delineated 
in the matter of any politica: 
connection between U. S. Jewrv 
and Israel, and Clarence Cole- 
man, who heads an organization 
which we have labelled anti- 
Semitic, knows exactly what the 
views of American Jewry are,

The POST and OPINION has 
learned that the Council has dis- 
tributed Flanders’ anti-Semitic 
remarks in pamphlet form to 
editors and newscasters and other 
molders of public opinion. 

THIS MEANS that the Council 
is engaged in spreading anti- 
Semitic propaganda. 

If Nahum Goldman, made these 
remarks, does this mean that 
U. S. Jewry is now committed 





to them? Most U.S. Jews would 
not even be able to tell you who 
Nahum Goldmann is, unfortu- 
nately. But to use his words, and 
not use the words of say Philip 
Klutznick or Herbert Ehrmann, 
or Dr. Joachim Prinz, o1 Labei 
Katz or Irving Engel, or our 
rebbis, or any of the numerous 
American Jewish leaders who 
are staunch Zionists, is using a 
propaganda device which is un- 
American. 

MR. COLEMAN should not be 
so coy and naive. 

The New York Times in re- 
portii.g Mr. Flanders’ taik headed 
the news item: “Jewish Unit 
Warned on Dual Loyalties.” 

THE COUNCIL first cbjected 
when The POST and OPINION 
ir, its news reports called the 
group “The anti-Zionist American 
Council for judaism.” Later it 
Stopped protesting against this 
Gesignation. 

The Council has progressed 
from anti-Zionist, to anti-Jewish, 
and either the Council stops its 
anti-Semitic activities or it shouid 
accept the designation by for- 
mer U. S. Ambassador to Israel. 
James G. McDonald, as the most 
successful anti-Semitic organi- 
zation in the U. S. 

THIS USE of a foreign agency 
to designate the Jewish Agency 
is a play on words. The Jewish 
Agency is registered as such 
not because it lobbies in the 
U_ S. for a foreign government, 
which is what the Council 
imputes, but because of technical 
reasons. 

Here are the answers to the 
questions raised by Mr. Cole- 
man. 

1. This was a necessary evil at 
the time, which incidentally Mr. 
Coleman learned about from the 
peges of The POST and OPIN- 
ION, and which we feel should 
now be eliminated. These Israeli 
parties receive subventions from 
the UJA in return for not con- 
ducting a drive for funds in the 
United States. 

2. We have published many 
bitter criticisms of Israel. 

3, This is an evasion. The Jew- 
ish Agency is the body respon- 
sible for bringing immigrants 
irto Israel and seeing them 
through the first years. This is 
philanthropic work. World Zion- 
ism built Israel, and it is not a 
dirty word to anyone except Mr. 
Coleman and his few cohorts. I 
wonder what Mr. Coleman would 
call Theodore Herzl. 

4. Same as 3. 

5. There is caleuated risk for 
anyone who dares contest a view- 
point held by the administration. 
But this is the greatest strength 
of democracy, that it welcomes 
differences of opinion. Is Mr. 
Coleman afraid of democracy 
too? 

6. WE NEVER called the Coun- 
cil anti-Semitic until it sponsored 
former Sen. Flanders’ talk. He 
charges the Jews of the US. 
with disloyalty, and Mr. Cole- 
man not only by not protest- 
ing against this charge, but actu- 
ally sending it all over the U. S. 
is even more guilty than the for- 
mer Senator. 

7. This is a weighted question, 
Do the true interests of the U. S. 
lie in building democracy in the 
Middle East, or in aiding some 
Arab dictator? The U. S. Con- 
gress and the American people, 
it they aren’t poisoned by Mr. 
Coleman and his charges, have 
not allowed the hatred of the 
Arabs to deter them from help- 
ing Israel. Can we say as much 
for Mr. Coleman and his organi- 
zation?

Casper M. Grosberg, 68, 
Headed Comraunity Council 


BOSTON (P-O) — Casper M. 
Grosberg, 68, first president of 
the Jewish Community council 
here, from 1944 to 1946, died 
last week after a long illness. 

Mr. Grosberg was treasurer of 
the Federated Jewish Charities, 
which later became the Associ- 
ated Jewish Philanthropies, for 
17 years, a founder and dircetor 
of the Massachusetts Council of 
Catholics, Protestants, and Jews. 
and a director of the Hebrew 
Free Loan society, among other 
activities. 

DR. JAMES BERNSTEIN 

NEW YORK (P-O)—Dr. James 
Bernstein, 84, a physician who 
represented HIAS, and directed 
its operations, in Europe in World 
War II, and thus aided in the 
rescue of many Jewish men, 
women, and children from the 
Nazi terror, died this week in 
Brooklyn. 

MRS. THERESA FELBEL 

NEW YORK (P-O)—Mrs. The- 
resa Hyman Felbel, 88, who 
worked as a volunteer once a 
week from 1891 to 1956 in Monte- 
fiore hospital, died last week. 
Mrs. Felbel was on the board of 
the Federation of Jewish Wom- 
en’s Organizations, a founder of 
the Beth Abraham Home in the 
Bronx, and a contributor to more 
than 50 charities. 


HERBERT E. SCHER 

MIAMI, Fla. (P-O) — Herbert 
E. Scher, president of Beth David 
congregation and a founder of 
the Greater Miami Jewish Fed- 
eration 21 years ago, died here 
at 58. He was a trustee of Mt.

ings in Sacramento on a humane 
slaughtering bill.
